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Guthrie, Ok., March 9.—The senate 
completed the general appropriation 
bill today and recommended it for pas­ 
sage. 
The aggregate amounts shows 
a reduction in the figures proposed by 
the committee. 
The contingent expense allowance 
for the Insurance Commissioner was 
reduced from $3,000 to $2,500; an oil 
inspector and three mine inspectors, 
each at $1,500 per annum, were added 
to the chief mine inspector’s depart­ 
ment, and the clerk at $1,500 was 
eliminated. 
The salary of the chief 
clerk to the incorporation commission, 
whom the house gave only $1,800 and 
the committee reported at $2,400, was 
reduced to $2,000. 
Th. . corporation 
clerk suffered a like reduction. 
An 
expert rate clerk and an expert ac­ 
countant and rate clerk each went 
through at $2,500. 
The civil engineer 
whose duty will be to make valua­ 
tions of all railroads in Oklahoma, wTas 
cut from $2,100 to $2,000, and the as­ 
sistant attorney general assigned to 
the commission was scaled from $3,- 
000 to $2,500. 
The contingent expenses allowance 
of the commission, which the commit­ 
tee proposed at $40,000 for nineteen 
and a half months, was redced to wha*; 
the house allowed, $25,000. 
The State 
librarian was increased to $1,500, and 
$500 extra was allowed to the Stale 
superintendent of public instruction 
for contingent expenses and traveling 
The assistant to the State expert prin­ 
ter was voted dowwn, the proposed 
salary being $1,500. 


About a Thousand Uriminal rases nre 
Affected. 


Guthrie, Ok., March 9.—Chief Jus­ 
tice Robert L. Williams of the State 
supreme court today handed down ac 
opinion holding that Oklahoma State 
has jurisdiction in those criminal cas^s 
wherein indictments were found prior 
to statehood and were pending for tri ll 
when statehood became effective. 
The 
decision covers fully 1,000 pending 
criminal cases, mostly on the Indian 
Territory side of the State. 
The opinion was given in the case of 
Elmer Higgins, a member of a promi- 
j nent Osage family, who was indicted 
I prior to statehood on charge of kill­ 
ing Merten Hancock at Bartlesville, 
April ll, 1906. 
Higgins was indicted 
by a Federal grand jury and tried at 
Claremore, resulting in a hung jury. 
After 
statehood, 
Higgins’ 
attorney 
sought his release on habeas crpus, 
holding the State courts have no juris­ 
diction. 
The syllabus of Judge Wil­ 
liams’ opinion in the Higgins case is 
1. 
Sections 16 and 20 of the enab­ 
ling act for Oklahoma, as amended 
| March 4, 1907 (Vol. 34, part I, IT. S. 
stat, at Large, page 1286), when con­ 
curred in by the State of Oklahoma by 
the adoption of Sections 27 and 28 of 
the schedule to the Constitution, being 
a proper exercise 
of power 
by the 
Congress under Art. 4, Sec. 3, are 
vali.d. 
2. 
An indictment for the crime of 
murder, alleged to have been commit­ 
ted within the jurisdiction of the Unit­ 
ed States court for the Northern dis­ 
trict of Indian Territory, and pending 
in said court on the admission of the 
State into the Union, is recognizable 
in the district court of the State, as 
its successor, in the county in which 
the offense was committed. 
3. 
A writ of mandamus is subject 
to the legal and equitable discretion 
of the court, and it ought not be issu­ 
ed in cases of doubtful right. 
But it 
is the only adequate mode of relief 
where an inferior tribunal refuses to 
act upon the subject properly before 
it.

Washington, March 9.—It %as cal­ 
culated at the navy department today 
that Admiral Evans’ battleship fleet, 
which has made such splendid prog- 
r?ss from Callao, will reeah Magda­ 
lena Bay by March 12. 
It was said at 
the department that the question of 
the fleet stopping at a Japanese port, 
in the event that it came home by wray 
of the Suez canal, was not even under 
consideration by the navy department. 


Wireless From Rear Admiral Thomas. 
Washington, March 9.—About the 
last place that the navy department 
expected to hear from the Atlantic 
fleet for at least six months was on the 
Atlantis coast, yet this is what has 
happened. 
The navy d partment today 
received a telegraj>hic message from 
its wireless station at Pensacola, which

Admiral Pillsbury, chief of the navi­ 
gation bureau, states that the fleet is 
less than 900 miles from Magdalena 
Bay. 
It is moving at the rate of ten 
— - -ic-Iii’.f knots an hour, which is 
one and one-half knots an hour more 
than was estimated whe nthe ships left 
Callao. 
This will place the ships in 
Magdalena Bay on the morning of th- 
12th. next Thursday, r two days ahead 
of time.

Attorney General West has made this 
statement of his position: 
“What I held in the matter of ship­ 
ments was this: That our law presup­ 
posed and implied an interstate sale 
and interstate shipment, and that if 
there was a sale in Texas, to be de­ 
livered in Oklahoma, that our law im­ 
plied this tx> be a lawful purchase 
because if it did not so imply it, our 
law would be unconstitutional. 
“I also said that not only interstate 
sales, but interstate intercourse, was 
interstate commerce, and if there was 
a sale in Texas, for instance, complet­ 
ed in Texas by delivery in .Texas, and 
if the vendee proceeded directly in 
good faith to his home in Oklahoma, 
that to interfere with such interstate 
intercourse would be as much an in­ 
terference with an interstate sale, 
and that this also must be implied as 
a recognized legal transaction under 
our law; but that if there was a sale 
completed in Texas and the vendee 
came into this state, not directly or in 
good faith going to his home (by di­ 
rectly, I do not mean straigtness of 
line but in point of time), but turning 
aside to convey the liquor from point 
to point in this State, that such con­ 
veyance would be illegal in this State. 
“I also held that the size of the 
package brought or shipped into the 
State might be considered as bearing 
upon the good or bad faith of the 


transaction. Of course the size of th* 
package in an interstate sale would 
not be evidence of anything except ft 
warning to the officers to observe well 
an excessively large package to see 
halt it is not resold (or part of it> 
in this State.”

' What I held in the matter of ship- 


ments was this That our law presup- 
posed and Implied an interstate sale 
and interstate shipment, and that if 
there was a sale in Texas, to be de- 
livered in Oklahoma, that our law Im- 
plied this to be a lawful purchase 
because If it did not so Imply It, our 
law would be unconstitutional 


"I also said that not only interstate 


sales, but interstate intercourse, was 
Interstate commerce, and if there was 
a sale In Texas, for instance, complet- 
ed in Texas by delivery in Texas, and 
if the vendee proceeded directly in 
good faith to his home in Oklahoma, 
that to interfere with such Interstate 
Intercourse would be as much an in- 
terference with an Interstate sale, 
and that this also must be implied as 
a recognized legal transaction under 
our law, but that if there was a sale 
completed In Texas and the vendee 
came Into this state, not directly or in 
good faith going to his home (by di- 
rectly, I do not mean stralgtness of 
line but in point of time), but turning 
aside to convey the liquor from point 
to point to this State, that such con- 
veyance would be Illegal in this State
